Town Anniversary Issues 

NEWPORT, 1961, bicentennial. First of the modern anniversary issues seen, this 
seems to be rare. Only specimen seen is red with one side as shown on inside cover 
and other side showing buffalo in a circle with "BI-CENTENNIAL" above and "1761-1961" 
below. 


GILSUM, 1963, bicentennial. The standard die Indian shown in second spot on the 
cover was used for the Gilsum issue in black with reverse in 5 lines "1763/Gilsum,N.H./ 
BICENTENNIAL/ July 13/ 1963." Scarce. ■ 

LINCOLN, 1964. Rare. Uncertain whether this is an anniversary issue or commercial. 

RAYMOND, 1964, bicentennial. Green. "10 New Hampshire Cents" with illustration 
of N.H. Colonial coin as shown on inside cover. Reverse "Our Past/is Now/HISTORY/ 

Our Future/ A Challenge" with "RAYMOND, N.H. BICENTENNIAL" above, "1764-1964: below. 
Scarce. 


UNITY, 1964, bicentennial. Black, as shown inside cover. Reverse, standard Indian 
as shown last issue with "FACE VALUE/FIVE CENTS/." below. Very scarce. 

BATH, 1965, bicentennial. Red, with Bath bridge as shown. Reverse, "BICENTENNIAL/ 
CELEBRATION/JULY 23, 24, 25, /WOODEN NICKEL/SOUVENIER OF/BATH, N. H. " Scarce. 

CONCORD, 1965, bicentennial. Official has small plain Concord coach as shown. ♦ 
Centennial Belle, blue, as shown last issue; "Brothers of the Brush", green as shown 
last issue except 5C; red, 5C, showing Old Man of Mountains in circle with "GENUINE/ONE 
WOODEN NICKEL": black, state house in oval with same inscription as last. These sold 
up to $2 a set after declared illegal due to use as money, but available now at 50C. 

Semi-official issues with larger more detailed Concord Coach were designed by 
Marvin Perkins and ordered for Tri-State Collectors' Exhibition and local numismatists 
G.C. Nudd and Wayne Rich, who understood no official issues were contemplated. Furore 
resulted when the Bicentennial Committee discovered these offered for sale shortly 
before the official issues were to be announced with great fanfare. Radio and newspaper 
warnings were given against the "counterfeit" wooden nickels. However, the committee 
was assured that few would pay 10C for the numismatic pieces and then spend them for 5C, 
and decided to buy 100 sets of the numismatic pieces to offer with the official set at 
$1.00 for the complete set of 9 pieces. Shortly, however, the official issues were 
declared illegal by the U.S. Treasury, but offers to redeem them brought few takers 
and the committee made a killing on an issue of 40,000 with few redeemed. The Tri- 
State pieces were 500 red and 500 green with "TRI-STATE COLLECTORS' EXHIBITION", Face 
Value 5C, around "Oct./23 & 24/ 1965/ Concord,/ N.H.", 500 purple pieces read "Grovenor 
C. Nudd/15 Cross St./Penacook, N. H. /Numismatist" . 500 green pieces used the same 

Indian design as Unity with "WAYNE S. RICH/COINS & ST AMPS /CON CORD, N.H.". There were 
also 500 anonymous pieces in brown with covered wagon design shown last issue but 
"ONE/WOODEN NICKEL" above, instead of 10C values shown. All scarce. 

CONWAY, 1965, bicentennial. Green. Pieces issued by White Mountain National Bank 
with design shown inside cover and reverse "Value Of/5/New Hampshire Cents/Redeemable/ 

At Face Value At/WHITE MOUNTAIN/NATIONAL BANK/North Conway, N.H. /July 11-17, 1965". ( 

Very scarce.
